CLEVELAND, March 15.—(4)—The 
second attempt of intrepid Wiley Post 
to set a new transcontinental 


sphere between Los Angeles and New 
York ended at 5:20 p.m. today when 
lack of oxygen forced him to land at 
the Cleveland municipal airport. 

Post covered the distance of 2,163 
miles “as the crow fliers’ in 8 hours 
and 4 minutes. His average speed was 
approximately 270 miles per hour. 

The flier made an easy landing on 
the skids of his plane, the famous 
Winnie Mae, alighting on the belly of 
the ship without damage to himself or 
his eraft. Most of the trip was flown 
at an altitude greater than 
feet. 

Post was 60 miles east of Cleveland 


when he disvovered his oxygen supply | 


was dangerously low. He swung back to 
the airport here and made a ‘dead 
stick’ landing. 

As Post sped downward through 
the denser atmosphere ice condensed 
on the induction coils of his motor and 
two cylinders “cut out.’ This did not, 
however, hamper the (flyers ma- 
neuvers. 

Major John Berry, superintendent 
of the airport, greeted Post as the 
aviator emerged smiling from the 

lane clad in his special stratosphere 
flying suit. He quoted Post as saying: 

Hello. I'm okay. I’m too deaf now 
o talk.”

Biblical Discovery Said 


To Destroy ‘Criticism’ 


JERUSALEM, March 15.—(Palcor 
Agency )—Twelve pieces of broken 
pottery found on the site of ancient 
Lachish destroy the very founda- 
tions of Biblical “higher criticism,” 
Dr. E. L. Sukenik. professor of ar- 
chaeology at the Hebrew University 
of Jerusalem. said todar. 

Professor Harry Torcznrer, expert 
on Semitic languages at the univer- 
sity, definitely ascribed the potsherds, 
with their inscriptions in the ancient 
Hebrew language, to the time of Jere- 
miah, 2.500 years ago. 

A remarkable feature, Professor 
Toreznyer asserted, is the fact that 
they appear to be written in ordinary 


ink, while Dr. Sukenik declared their 
'most amazing characteristic the fact 
that many of 


the words and names 
used are spelled exactly as they are 
in the traditional Masoretic text of 
the Pentateuch. 

(The Nasoretic text is the form 
of the Hebrew scripture as used to- 
day by Jews throughout the world.) 

That the spelling found at Tel 
Adduweir corresponds exactly with 
that in use today would indicate, Dr. 
Sukenik declared, that the Bible was 
written by scribes during the time in 
the events it chronicles § ac-

IBRITAIN APPROVES 


~ FUNDS FOR NAVY 


Construction of New Ves- 


sels Voted by House of 
Commons. 


LONDON, March 15.—(#)—The 
British government's plans to spend 
3,500,000 pounds (approximately $16,- 
000,000) on its naval establishments in 
1935 sailed serenely through the house 
of commons today on the wings of a 
158-to-48 vote of approval. 

Estimates for the entire naval pro- 
gram totaling 60,050,000 pounds 
(about $286,000,000) provide for the 
construction of several new vessels, in- 


cluding three 9,000-ton cruisers, and 
for the repair and modernization of 
existing craft. 


The house defeated an amendment 
which sought a reduction of 2,000 men 
in the navy personnel now fixed at 
94,482. The vote was 155 to 35. 

Sir Bolton Eyres-Monsell, first lord 
of the admiralty, told the house Great 
Britain had so reduced the numbers of 
its naval vessels it could not con- 
template further reduction but was 
anxious for an international agreement 
to limit their size. 

“Britain would like to see capital 
ships limited to 25,000 tons with 12- 
inch guns,” he said, “together with 
the abolition of the 10,000-ton cruisers 
with eight-inch guns and the abolition 
of submarines. 

When the Washington and London 
naval treaties lapse at the end of 
1936, Sir Bolton said, Great Britain 
will have decreased her naval tonnage 
46 per cent as compared with 1914, 
while the United States will have in- 
creased hers by 20 per cent and Ja- 
pan by 35 per cent.

MECCA, Saudi, Arabia, March 15. 
(P)—A trio of assassins stealing into 
ancient Mecca’s most famous mosque 
were shot down and killed this morn- 
ing as they attempted to assassinate 
tall, bearded Ibn Saud, “warrior 
king” of Saudi Arabia. 

The assailants, men of Yemen, 
launched their sudden, daring: ‘attack 
as Ibn Saud and his son, the Crown 
Prince Emir Saud, joined 200,000 pil- 
grims in celebration of the sacred Mo- 
hammedan “feast of sacrifice.”

listed by the justice department. 

The 14 included Secretary Swan- 
son, the late Senator Robert M. La 
Follette, and of present members, Ash- 
urst, of Arizona; McKellar, of. Ten- 
nessee; Frazier, of North Dakota; 
Wheeler. of Montana; Norris, of Ne- 
braska, and Shipstead, of Minnesota. 


“Just another statement of a re- 
actionary,” asserted Frazier. 


“Took at his record.” snapped the 
present Senator La Follette of the al- 
lusion to his father. 

“We have no record on communists 
in the department of justice,” a high 
official said. “It is no crime to be 
a communist. There is nothing in 
the federal statutes to prohibit it. 
Even if such a list were here—and 
it is not—it would not be made avail- 
able to Shearer.” 

Included among questions confront- 
ing Shearer as he took the stand were 
charges that he broke up the 192% 
Geneva naval limitation conference, 
that he thréatened death and scandal 
to big American shipbuilders, and his 
own assertion that he was in large 
part responsible for congressional ap- 
propriations for cruisers. 

No Fireworks. 

The husky big navy-ite, despite his 
somewhat sensational statements, 
nevertheless failed to provide the fire- 
works that accompaniéd his last ap- 
pearance.

HARRIMAN DEFENDS 
GOVERNMENT CONTROL

WASHINGTON, March 15.—(7)—~ 
Henry I. Harriman, an outstanding 
industrial spokesman, tonight declared 
the proper “intrusion of government 
in business” is a good and necessary 
thing. 

Coming from one who stands so 
high in the business councils of the 
nation that he has heen thrice elected 
head of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, his assertion chal- 
lenged immediate attention. 

Addressing the Washington Board 
of Trade, he minced no words. He 
departed from the views traditionally 
expressed by businessmen in these 
phrases: 

“Is government in business to stay, | 
and are we really trending toward a 
greater degree of government regula- 
tion of business? Much as I may re- 
gret it, my fear ia that it is. 

“The greater intrusion of government 
in business does not.* in my _  judg- 
ment, mean necessarily the passing of 
individual initiative. It should never 
mean the dead level of socialism or 
communism. It should never mean 
equality in the division of goods and 
services. 

“Proper co-operation between busi- 
ness and government can mean such 
organization of our economic life that 
the population of the country shall 
universally enjoy a standard of living 
which they know we have the man 
power, the natural resources, and the | 
ability to achieve. | 

“We may indeed long for the sim- | 
plier life that preceeded the great | 
war, but we can no more turn back | 
the tides of economic and social move- | 
ment than we can turn the tides of | 
the seas; and I think, as business- | 
men, we are not foresighted if we do 
not realize that the inter-relation be- | 
tween government and business will be | 
stronger in the future than it has been | 
in the past. 

“The age of power has made impos- 
sible any reversion of either industry 
or government to the simple forms of | 
a century ago, and the problems of this | 
generation is the problem of determin- 
ing wisely the direction and the de-| 
gree of government participation § in 
business and industry.” 

“Business has a grave responsibili- 
ty. It is our duty to study our na-| 
tional problems and to advise govern- | 
ment as to what we believe to be) 
sound. We have the duty to oppose) 
the nostrums offered. We must not) 
kow tow to the whim of the dema- | 
gogue.

BUNDING SYSTEM 
AT JAIL CHANGED 


The method of handling criminal 
bail in Atlanta for more than 40 
years was changed Friday night by a 
subcommittee of the police committee 
of city council, empowered to draft 
definite rules to govern future trans- 
actions between the police depart- 
ment and _ professional bondsmen, 
which ordered that beginning today 
the chief of police will not accept 
bonds in state cases. The city po- 
lice, under a law which has been dis- 
regarded in the name of expedience 
and courtesy for more than 40 years, 
henceforth can accept bonds only from 


prisoners who are confined for vio-| 


lations of city ordinances. 

The procedure under which the po- 
lice department will operate in ac- 
cordance with the law stipulates that 
the recorders alone are empowered to 
assess bdnd in state cases, which are 
It was ex- 
plained that every courtesy will be 
extended those charged with state vio- 
lations and that their appearance be- 
fore the recorder for preliminary 


hearing will be set to make it neces- 
sary for them to spend the minimum | 


time in the city jail. However, under 
the present system, persons who are 
arrested after 4 p. m., will be required 
to stay in jail until 8:30 o’clock the 
following morning, at least. 

Heretofore, those arrested on state 
charges by city officers have been 
permitted to make bond in most cases 
as soon as they reached the police 
headquarters. Most of the bonds have 
been written by professional bonds- 
men. 

The change in the procedure, it was 
pointed out, will save _ violators 
thousands of dollars a year in bond 
fees, as where most of the persons 
arrested by city officers on_ state 
charges have paid for bonds pending 
their preliminary hearing and paid 
for a second bond following the hear- 
ing, they will only be faced with the 
alternative of paying for a bond 
following the preliminary hearing if 
they are bound over to the _ state 
courts.

JOHN C. PRUITT DIES 
AT GAINESVILLE HOME 


Donor of $25,000 Young 
Harris Fund Passes After 
Week’s Illness. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., March 15.— 
John C. Pruitt, 77, prominent local 
hardware merchant and philanthropist 


who recently gave $25,000 to Young 
Harris College, died at his home here 
tonight after a week’s illness. 

Mr. Pruitt was a native of Dawson 
county and for a number of years 
was in business at Silver City in that 
county. He came to Gainesville 32 
years ago and engaged in the hard- 
ware business, being president of the 
firm of which he was a member. In 
1913 he’ organized the Citizens bank 
and was its president until 1932 when 
he retired..

He is survived by his wife, who was 
Miss Ollie Barrett, also of Dawson 
county.

BLACKSHEAR, Ga., March 15.— 
(P)—The death of Bruce Hammond, 
veteran A., B. & C. conductor, whose 
body was found on railroad tracks 
near here Wednesday morning, re- 
mainéd an unsolved mystery today 
following a revised verdict rendered 
by a coroner’s jury.

He ex- 
plained to the court that no federal 
court had yet ruled upon the ques- 
tion and that state court decisions 
were few, so that he to rely chiefly 
upon the interpretations of the law 
made by the various state attorneys- 
general, 

He cited a recent case from Tift 
county, Georgia, that of Dames vs 
Lee, in which the court held that the 
“service agreements” sold by the cor- 
poration were not securities subject 
to jurisdiction of the securities com- 
mission. 

Lee insisted that the corporation 
could not be forced to produce its own 
records in an effort by the government 
to find incriminating evidence, insist- 
ing that the law did not permit any 
agency to seize all records indiscrimi- 
nately on a mere “fishing expedition” 
for evidence on which to base later 
charges. 

He cited also a case from Ken- 
tucky state courts, that of Creasey 
vs. the Kentucky Securities Commis- 
sion. 

Several times during the course of 
his argument the court requested Lee 
to stick to the issues of law involv- 
ed, pointing out that some of the 
points he raised were not germane 
to the case until after introduction of 
testimony. 

At one point, when Lee repeated 
himself for emphasis, the court re- 
marked “I heard you the first time, 
Mr. Lee.”

LANDS 1,200 PERSONS IN JAIL

WASHINGTON, March 15.—(4)— 
More than 1,200 in jail, and contra- 
band valued in the millions were the 
rewards tonight of a swift and gigan- 
tie anti-crime campaign which linked 
all the agents of the treasury in a con- 
certed offensive. 

The seizures ran from silks to 
tapestries and veered off to cabin 
cruisers, morphine and lottery tickets. 
In Baltimore alone they were valued 
at $1,035,540, including $913,928 in 
lottery tickets and 700 gallons of 
liquor. 

A total of 11,517 men were massed 
in the great attack. 

The coast guard mustered 9,000. 
The alcohol tax unit furnished 1,700. 
The narcotics bureau assembled 300, 
the secret service 240, the intelli- 
gence unit of the bureau of internal 
revenue 152 and the customs bureau 
125. . 

The drive was described by treasury 
officials as a test of the advantages 
of concerted action by all enforcement 
agencies coming under its supervi- 
sion. Such a campaign was planned 
as early as last summer when & 
“erime co-ordination committee” was 
formed, under the leadership of Har- 
old N. Graves, special assistant to 
Secretary Morgenthau.

There are ‘animals that one ex- 
pects to see on any and all occasions. 
There are others that are so seldom 
seen that even a fleeting glimpse pro- 
vides a thrill out of the ordinary. I 
can imagine situations that would 
provide a greater thrill, but not with- 


out the added emotion of fear. Such a 
situation would come to pass when 
one rounded a trail and stared into 
the waiting jaws of a Tennessee grizz- 
ly. My sort of thrill is the unadulterat- 
ed sort, pure pleasure, uncontaminated 
with fear or apprehension. : 

One such pleasant surprise occurred 
in the Catskill mountains when a 
rufescent woodchuck bounded away 
from the rear wheel of my parked car. 
It looked like an animated fur rug, 
dyed henna, bounding in sudden terror 
across the narrow dirt road for the 
timbér where safety waited. Shape- 
less in its motion, the animal seemed 
to be disjointed in every part and 
was covering as much space as pos- 
sible to leave the fright of my ap- 
pearance behind. All this was recalled 
by the receipt of a mewspaper from 
an acquaintance at Cornell, Dr. W. J. 
Hamilton, on the “Life History of the | 
Rufescent Woodchuck.” 

Last night, however, one of the less- 
er of such thrills came my way. It 
was about 8 o'clock when I went out 
with a flashlight to see what could be 
found straying about. Less than 25 
feet from my door there is a black 
locust tree, which heretofore has never 
vielded asything of great interest on 
these nightly rambles. That may be 
due to the fact that I never examined ' 


it closely. There was a familiar rustle 
at the trunk of this tree when I ap- 
proached and I shot the beam of my 
spotlight on it at once, There, not 
10 feet from my face, was a baby 
flying squirrel, curled up on a knot, 
watching me, his eyes shining like 
rubies in the glare of the lamp. He 
started to run. I squeaked at him 
and he stopped. The light went on 
him again. “This should not happen,” 
reasoned the squirrel. “The only 
proper light is that one above the 
tree.” By virture of this logic he 
chose his course of action and skitter- 
ed to the topmost twig. His white 
underfur was visible in the moonlight 
as he curled over the top of the twigs, 
spread his membrances and—vanished. 
My quickest work with the flash lamp 
did not reveal the terminus of his 
flight, but I fear that he will never 
again venture so close to the house. 
I hope he was not frightened, for I 
would like to have them playing about 
my trees regularly.
